CLASS  OF  '55  AGAIN  FAVORS 

THE  IVY  LEAGUE  COLLEGES 


Twenty-one  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  four  foreign  countries  are  represented  at 
Governor  Dummer  for  the  1955-56  school 
year.  There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  boarders  and  twenty-four  day  students, 
making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twelve 
boys.  Every  available  room  is  filled,  and,  in 
addition,  two  boys  have  had  to  be  assigned 
temporary   rooms    in  the   Duncan    Infirmary. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  come 
from  the  following  states:  Connecticut  8, 
Iowa  1,  Illinois  5,  Louisiana  1,  Maine  12, 
Michigan  2,  Nebraska  2,  New  Hampshire  5, 
New  Jersey  7,  New  Mexico  1,  New  York  26, 
Ohio  3,  Oregon  1,  Pennsylvania  4.  Rhode 
Island  3,  Texas  2,  Vermont  1.  Virginia  1. 
Washington  1,  and  West  Virginia  1.  There 
is,  in  addition,  one  boy  from  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Foreign  students  come  from  the  British 
Crown  Colony  (Hong  Kong),  England,  and 
Canada.  In  addition,  Brazil  is  represented  by 
an  American  boy  whose  parents  are  now 
resident  in  that  country. 


NEW  POWDER  ROOM  BUILT 

IN  PHILLIPS  BUILDING 


During  September  and  October  the  former 
powder  room  in  the  Phillips  Building  has 
been  converted  into  an  office  for  the  new 
Director  of  Admissions  and  a  new  powder 
room  has  been  built  in  the  space  between 
the  dining  room  and  the  main  part  of  the 
Phillips   Building. 

Because  of  its  convenient  location  across 
the  hall  from  the  main  school  office,  it  was 
felt  that  the  former  powder  room  would  be 
particularly  suitable  for  an  admissions  office. 

The  construction  of  the  new  room  and  re- 
modelling of  the  old  one,  including  a  large 
new  bay  window,  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
regular  school  staff  under  the  general  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Dunning  without  the  employment 
of  a  general  contractor. 


While  the  fifty-nine  seniors  who  marched 
around  the  Milestone  last  June  are  now 
scattered  to  twenty-nine  colleges,  the  majority 
of  them  have  chosen  New  England  and  Ivy 
League  colleges.  Harvard  was  the  choice  of 
ten,  Amherst  of  five,  Dartmouth  and  Brown 
of  four,  and  Princeton  and  Colby  of  three 
each.  Dick  Butler,  last  year's  English  Ex- 
change student,  has  returned  to  England  and 
is   attending   Glasgow   University.

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  sharp 
increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  ad- 
mission to  Covernor  Dummer.

Mr.  Stone,  who  had  been 
serving  both  as  Director  of  Admissions  and 
Director  of  Studies,  found  the  volume  of 
work  in  his  office  too  large  for  one  man 
to  handle. 

Accordingly,  Mr.  John  J.  Witherspoon  has 
been  appointed  Director  of  Admissions,  thus 
enabling  Mr.  Stone  to  give  full  time  to  his 
duties  as  Director  of  Studies.  Mr.  Witherspoon 
will  occupy  a  new  office,  which  is  under  con- 
struction across  the  hall  from  the  main  office 
in  the   Phillips  Building.

DEVELOPMENTAL  READING 

COURSE  OFFERED  JUNIORS 


The  Harvard  Reading  Films  will  be  used 
in  a  new  course  in  Developmental  Reading 
at  Governor  Dummer  this  year,  according 
to  the  announcement  made  soon  after  the 
opening  of  school  this  fall  by  Mr.  Thomas 
McC.  Mercer,  head  of  the  English  Department. 

Developmental  Reading,  Mr.  Mercer  ex- 
plained, provides  training  in  faster  reading 
with  better  comprehension.  It  is  a  surprising 
fact,  reading  experts  say,  that  in  most  cases 
comprehension  is  improved  when  speed  is 
increased.  Many  students  who  are  reading  at 
the  rate  of  175  words  per  minute  could  in- 
crease their  speed  to  350  words  or  more,  at 
the  same  time  bettering  their  comprehension. 
Mr.  Mercer  pointed  out  how  valuable  such 
improvement  would  be  to  boys  in  preparing 
their   assignments   in    school   and   in    college. 

The  Academy  is  offering  the  new  course 
this  year  to  all  members  of  the  junior  class 
on  a  voluntary  basis  and  without  extra  charge. 
The  course  will  consist  of  about  fifteen  one- 
hour  sessions  held  once  each  week.  Fifty-four 
juniors  have  registered  for  the  course,  and 
enough  class  sections  will  be  organized  during 
the  year  to  accommodate  them  all.  The  in- 
struction will  be  provided  by  Mr.  Mercer 
and  Mr.  A.  Macdonald  Murphy  of  the  English 
Department.

VALUABLE  ITEMS  ADDED  TO 

MEMORARILIA  COLLECTION 


The  Academy  has  recently  received  two 
valuable  gifts  for  the  Memorabilia  Collection. 
This  past  summer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Pond 
of  Marblehead,  descendants  of  Jeremiah  Col- 
man,  a  trustee  and  auditor  of  the  Academy 
from  1829-1866,  made  a  present  of  a  large 
folder  of  old  Academy  accounts,  farm  data 
and  documents  (1807-1875)  and  a  Treasur- 
er's Rook  (1834-1875).  These  papers  contain 
a  wealth  of  detail  concerning  the  physical 
side  of  the  school. 

In  October,  Mr.  Elmer  D.  Keith  of  North 
Haven,  Connecticut,  gave  the  Academy  a 
very  fine  Writing  Exercise  made  by  William 
Lambert  of  Rowley  while  he  was  a  student 
here  in  1793  and  1794.  Written  on  a  folio- 
size  sheet  of  paper,  with  a  series  of  small 
engravings  around  the  edge,  illustrating  Pil- 
grim's Progress,  this  Writing  Exercise  is  a 
poem  entitled  "Saints'  Pilgrimage".  Resides 
being  a  fine  18th  century  item,  this  work  of 
William  Lambert  is  the  earliest  example  of 
school  work  which  is  in  the  Memorabilia. 


On  the  evening  of  October  3  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eames  were  host  to  the  senior  class  in  the 
Cobb  Room.  Refreshments  were  served;  songs 
around  the  piano  were  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Stone;  and  many  a  college  Alma  Mater  was 
aired   by   the  combined   voices   of   the   group.

They  must 
also  help  the  players  with  their  personal  equip- 
ment such  as  shoes,  cleats,  tape,  and  bandages. 
Three  times  a  week  they  make  sure  each  boy 
has  a  clean  towel.  Every  day  they  help  boys 
who  have  bad  or  torn  equipment  bv  giving 
them  new  uniforms  and  sending  the  old  oul 
to  be  reconditioned.  They  number  every  piece 
of  school  equipment,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
term  they  will  run  an  inventory  to  make  sure 
nothing  is  lost  or  misplaced.  These  boys  work 
hard  behind  the  scenes  to  provide  efficient 
help  for  both  coaches  and  players.
